The indirect approach consists of avoiding a frontal attack and s<**king to 
turn -it by a flank moven^nt ;>o that & »sor» penetrable side i s exposed* To 
move along th« lin« of natural expectation increases the opponent's balance 
and thus, his pow«r to resist « In B H* Lidd^ll Hart » s words, "In most 
campaigns dislocations cf th--- -n^my's psychological and physical balance 
has been th» vital prelude to a successful attempt at his overthrow Th** 
strategy of the indirect approach embodies not only conventional military 
strategy but us* of other factors to "uislocat*-" the *-n*my in battle such as 
morale, politics, public opinion, *» concedes, subterfuge,, propaganda , fifth 
column, will to win, miscellaneous psychological devices, «tc« Thus, th^r* 
is a whole range of activity away from the battlefield that provides an arena 
for dislocating and disorienting the opponent so that one's own forces hav*» an 
indirect advantage prior to strategic considerations on th« battlefields
